T. C. was adviſed ina worke dedicated to Queene £2 aberh and 
to the moit Novle, our Kingnow, Thathe ſhgald nor burne for 
Gehbennaes honour, leaſt he burned 1n Gehexnaes (ſhame for ever and 
ever; Atthe firſt he { koffed all tructh of Gol and the King: bur. 
being taught how he was caught 18 his owne ſyllogiſme thus: The 
place which our Lordes ſoule went to hence, tclicth what Hades(h Hh 
HELL) meaneth in the Crecde:; But Parade i5the place which our 
Lord went to hence: Therefore Paradiſeis the HELL of the Creed, 
being raught how he was caught, he ſent his Chaplayne M. Greffrey 
Km, obteyning the Queenes hand for his leaue, to agree with his 
adverſarie; and he vpon agreement, returned preſently, ſaying thar 
he ſhould be ſent againe : but preſently after he came home, hee 
would write. Conditions were not kept, Thelibell was ſtill ſolde: 
and Machmad;/me was init: and acontumelious mockage of Chriſt 
and all Chriltians & Icwes : when he faid Ruben the lewe his Ebrew 
Epiſtle was forged: whereby he hindred the defence of Chriſtiani-» 
tic,and deſerved rooting out Beſides that,after the King was ours, 
Paules fold the treaſon of the libel. For not fading to his covenant, 
three Greeke Orations plaid vpon him : and one-degdicared tothe 
King and Brertyfh nation in Queene Ele abers dayes: Andafter all, 
this Lvifle.

ed his aiiftoritie, as being guiitles: yet when at the Courta Duke 
ſhewed whart he had done,he tell as dead,& ſoone died.

That the children whiche you 
would haue confirmed and you together may be truly firmed here- 
in, behold your owne graunt in D. Bulſon : ro whom in Bar Lo his 
booke, your grace & wiſcdome referreth the vnlearned for a lear- 
ned defence of your minde: which held that the Creed telleth whe- 
ther our Lordes foule went hence. And this is your Propoſition & 
mynetoo: and you will aduenture your cternall ſtate ypon it, ard 
I myne.

Secing then the whoſe 
tenour of Moſes and the Gofpell, cannot moouc you : {ceing the 
vniverſall judgement of the Hebrewes for thzir owne tongue, can 
not moouc you: ſeeing 3000. yeares heathen Greeke cannot mooue 
you: and Ewlegines Patriarcha 1 200.yeres old, with all other Chri-

{tainc all che Bible, while you make ſome iarr fiom all the reſt,and_. 

So 
your deſpiling of Ebrew DD.Fcer their owne tongue, wilbe holden 
of the Scortith miſt and Brertiſh nation, and all nations a brutiſh 
parte, and no leſle the rejecting of Heathen Greeke, for the Creede 
penned for heathen: and your ceſtrayning of Greeke only to Poets;
